I might add; And 
are not Youth, in their unguarded Years, and when the 
Incentives to Luſt are ſtrongeſt, compelled ſometimes to 
treaſure up in their Memories the filthy Stories of the Pagan 
Deities, Sc.? Yet for the Sake of the heat that grows 
with ſuch Tares, which could not ſo well be preſerved with- 
out ſome Intermixture of theſe eds, neither "I'radeſman, 
Gentleman nor Divine have ever (as the Librarian remem- 
bers) been cenſured by the moſt judicious and tender Ca- 
ſuiſts on this Account. And it would not, perhaps, be dif- 
ficult to vindicate their Conduct, whether we appeal to Rea- 
ſon or Revelation. In a State of Liberty and Freedom, Er- 


ror as well as Truth, Vice as well as Virtue, will find an Op- 


portunity to plead their Cauſe : But Truth and Goodneſs want 
only a fair Hearing and an impartial Audience.

Not they who go out from a Communion they were 
bciore joined with, but they who unneceſlarily give or 
take the Occaſion ; or continue ſeparate without juſt 
Cauſe. They who make the greateſt Out-cries of the 
Church's Danger, known to be her greateſt Enemies. 
Difference in Opinion no Warrant to diſpenſe with the 
Rules of Charity, *Tis uſeful to diſtinguiſh between 
Things neceſſary to Salvation, and Things only neceſſary 
to the Conſtitution of a true Goſpel Church; this Diſtinc- 
tion well grounded, becauſe the Qualification of a Chriſ- 
tian and of a Church are very different. An Error in 
what is eſſential to the Conſtitution of a Church only, 
a ſufficient Warrant to ſeparate from a Community in 
ſuch Error. It does not follow, that Perſons who think 
they ought not to renounce Communion for ſmaller 
Matters, muſt therefore conſtantly conform in thoſe 
Things, and negle& what they think is better. Things 
in themlelves lawful, may be ſo circumſtatiated, as to 
become unlawful. If the Ceremonies are not of ſo 
much Conſequence, as to jultify the Diſſenters in their 
ſeparation, neither will they juſtify the Church in ſo un- 
neceſſarily inſiſting on them. Thoſe Things ſaid to be 
indifferent in themſelves, by being the Occaſions of Di- 
viſion, ceaſe to be indifferent, and become unlawful; 
tho' Diſlenters are verily perſuaded, the Things for 
which they diſſent, are not ſo indifferent as they are 
pretended. True Proteſtants ſhould adhere to the Scrip- 
ture, as the only infallible Guide in all religious Contro— 
verſies. Our Adverſaries act very inconſiſtently in re- 
jecting Tradition, in their Diſputes with the Romaniſts, 
while they fly to it as their main Refuge in the pre- 

ſent Diſpute with us. It gives the Romaniſts a Handle 
to weaken the Reformation with too much Advan- 
tage,
